Roosevelt Visits the Iloiiie of iMcKln- 
l«y Before IjkhvIhk Ohio — Itryaii 
Coatlaum HU Work In Yorii 
SUftt* — C'«uip»lga Raws. 



Canton, Oct 18.— GoTernor Roosn- 
Telt made a short speech at Akron 
early In the morning. I'he train left 
Cleveland at 3 a. ni., reached Akiou 
soon after 4 ani was held on a siding. 
Before 6 o'clock a crowd bogan to 
gather and at 7 a band came along- 
side the governor's < ar, giving a sere- 
nade. When the governor apx^eareu 
he was given a rousing chorus oi 
eheera and waa introduced, while so 
many trains were passing that for five 
minutes he eould no' be^in his sp' i'. ti. 
He appealed to the voters of Akrou on 
the grounds of prosperity and pa- 
triotism. Governor Roosevelt's train 
reached Canton at 8 a. m. He was 
welcomed Ijy the organized Kcpuljli- 
cans and escorted to the tabernav-lc, 
the place of speaking. 

In his speech at Canton Goveqior 
Roosevelt said in part: "I do not &ee 
how any man who is right thinkiii.; 
and whoxhas his heart in the right 
place oan fall to be with us in this 

. campaign. I am not spr^akiii.c; ns a pol- 
itician, but from the standpoint of a 
Btudent of history. When we come t > 
look at President McKlnley he seems 

'to have the kink of keeping In the 
right of things. Not only has he faced 
greater prohlems more successfully 
than any man since Lin'.-oln, hut more 
than any man before Lincoln except- 
ing Washington. Washington went 
out of office In 1797 and it was 64 yeais 
before any president stood in the 
White House who had to face as grave 
problems, aa difflcult problems, as 
great dangera to the nation as Presi- 
dent McKinley had to face and fiuc- 

. cessfully faied. There have Ijeen other 
presidents, as at the time of the war 
Of 1812 and at the time of the Mexican 
war, who had to face foreign prob* 
lems, l)Ut President McKlnley stands 
not only for the honor of the flag 
abroad, not only for financial ami 
economic prosperity at home, but Pres- 
ident McKlnley stands as the special 
representative and embodiment Of 
the cause of liberty and the unity of 
American lit: We have never been 
tkrenUned alnce the days of the civil 
war with an arrest of our national 
progress and civilization as we have 
been threatened by the Bryauism 
Democracy during the paat five years. 
The present day Demooracy, under the 
lead of Mr. Bryan and his lieutenants, 
Senator Pettigrew, Mr. AltgiMil a'l'l 
Richard Croker and the representa- 
tvea of Ooebel in Kentucky, haa coth- 
ing whatever in common with the 
Democracy of Jefferson and Jackson." 

Governor Roosevelt closed his cam- 
paign in Ohio at Navarre and entered 
at noon upon hia West Virginia Itiner- 
ary making his first spec h at Wheel- 
ing to a large cr. >\v,l at the fair 
grounds. The special left Wheeling at 
2: SO p. m. and after making six stops 
mched Parkersburg fBr a night meet^ 
tag. Friday night the governor will 
■peak In Hinton and Saturday he will 
reach Baltimore. 

UryHii'H New York Tour. 
Albany, N. Y., Oct William J. 
Bryap and party left hcM for Scbenec 
tady and the west on an early morn- 
ing train. Mr. Bryan was accompan- 
ied by Charles M. Bulger, J. J. De- 
laney and Mayor Jones of Toledo. 
Large crowds collected about the Hotel 
Ten Eyck and at the Union station to 
see the dlallngulshed party off. As 
the train pulled out of the depot yard, 
Mr. Bryan atood on the rear platform 
of hIa apeelal car and raised his bat 
In acknowledgement of the cheers that 
were given in his honor. He express- 
ed himself as being more than pleased 
with the rousing reception accorded 
him at the capital city of the Bmpir* 
state. At Scheneitady Mr. Bryan 
talked 20 miuutca chiefly on the all'ect 
ot truita on labor. He bad another 
large audience at Amsterdam. Mr. 
Bryan spoke at Fonda, Johnston, 
Gloversville, Fort Plain, Little Falls 
at noon, then at Herkimer, I lion, 
Frankfort and other polnU of his Itin 
erary.
